SUBJECT: Federal impleyees Health Benefits Act of 1959 
ivocessing of Civil Survice Faeme 


1}. Oa 22 March 1966 ser. rayself met with 
Mr, Irving Kater, of the Civil dervice Commission, concerning 
the printing of and processing of, the netcssary forms te implement 
the Health Benefits Programs. ‘She Comumission is now placing 
orders with numerous firin« for tie priatiag of several million 
enrollment forme for the Program. On 21 March they asked for 
the number of employees in CLA eo that they could place an order 
on behalf of this Agenty. li was indiested that a similar preblem 
could develop when the brochures were to be printed concerning 
the various insurance programs to be offered. 


2. Mr, Kater agreed, subject to approval by Mr. Auddeck, 
that there will be ao Heting of Clé or GUHA for a apecific menber 
of copies of either the enrollment forms of the printed brochares, 
The Cemmis sion will provide for the Agency neads through their 
steckpile reserve and the Agency, through ite contacts, will 
draw the required mumber of copias out of the Civil Service 
Commission reserve, Thic elimisates all references to CIA 
and GEHA and related figurce which wauld indicate the number 
of employees in the Agaary. 


3. In addition, it was indicated that thers will be other 
forme of printed material which will Hist employes organizations 
tegether with some reporting concerning these organizations. 

At our request it waa agreed that CIA and CHA would be 
eliminated from all auch forms of listing and reporting. 


4, Of particular brportance i+ the fact that the Commission 
will dyaw up the brochures for the GEH/ irogram which are to 
be mad available to Agency employees together with the booklets 
on the nation-wide programs being offered by the Comenission. 
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{the Conc fesion endasvernd te print up the GHA brechur ss 
sbviously they weld need te kaow the warher af erepleyees in 
the Agency, Mr, Kater was infer-neé that thie poses & serioua 
security proble:s and he agreed to our sebitien; ua-cely, that 
the Cesnrmission will furnich to the Agency the galley proefs 

af the GERA beochure. The orochure will be printe¢ by 
Agency facilities theraisy eH: -tunting the necessity af reveaiing 
the sucber of capics tawolved to cutside parsons. <¢ will 
furnish the Cov eiisaion « few tazies t show that wa have 
inithfully lived up te their reguizarents., i addition, we pointed 
out thet we decirad this irochare ta be fitted inte a loeve leaf 
booklet coverity all the “gency bisurence prograr:s, and the 
sine of the brochure prehably will have to be reduced frovw: 

that of the ether brecharcs being printed by the. Comission.
